ALL OLD SOLDIERS,

Bixth Annual Reunion of Soldinrs and Sall-
ors of Northwest Nobraskn.,

Cuapnox, Neb,, July 0 —[Spoecial to Tne
Ber.]—The traveler Journeying eastward
from Chadron along the upper Bordesaux
valley on the morning of the 8d of July
might have notieed, hero and there dotting
the road, the slowly traveliog prairie
schooner with its tented top, the hoavy open
wagon, orthe lighter and more styllsh  top-
bugiey, all filled with expectant looking peo-
ple, old and young, all headod in the same
direction, and responding alike to the in-
quiry “Whither?”" “Why, to the reunion.”

Al{ day long the vehicles, loaded down with
ol soldiers snnd their tamilies, came into the
besutiful grove near Bordeaux station. Here
gmid the pine-clad hills and rippling brooks
the most successful reunion in tlhe history of
the Northwestern Nebraska Soldiers and
Sallors association was to be held, The
whole of the first day was spent in netive
praparation for the morrow—tho natal day
of the republic—which wis to be commoemo-
rated in the sacred and old-fashioned man-
nor peculine to our forefathers. A few hours
hnd worked wonders in the appearance of
the grove, Where quict had been wonb to
reign was now hoeard on all siides the sounds
of joyous volces of youth and the more se-
date tones of age: the peaceful spot had
suddenly wken on a military air, with the
erection of the long lines of whito tents, and
the sound of fife aud drum lent color to the
dolusion.

The notes of the reveille sounding out
clearly on the morning air 4s the sun rose
over the oastern hills aronsed the camp to
nction; and scon the numerous fires betoken-
ing the L}ru]mmtlnn of the morning weal
showed that sharpened appetites ware not
to bo forgotten in the excitements nnd
plensures anticipated for the day, 'T'he
early trains brought in a crowd of city folks
#lad to get away for o time from the hotand
dusty strects and enjoy the chunge to the cool
shadeof the grove, Soon tho mdjutant's call
and gssembly sounded, calling all to the
grand stand where the excreises of the day
wore Lo take place.  Hono Church Howe was
introduced us the orator of the day, and
sustained his wellearned reputation as a
brilliant and effective speaker. In thoe af-
ternoon Colonel A K. Anderson entertained
tho audience in his lnimitable way, The re-
maining hours of the day svere spent in

pleasant and happy  recreation, the
oung in the onjoyment of hammock
and  swiog; the older in  quiou

groups where gossip reigned supreme; the
old soldiers here and there in rittle knots
Ing experionces in less peaceful days.

The remaining days of the reunlon were
spent ina mihner charncteristie of the old
soldier. Neither rain nor mist can dampen
his ardor, although both were experienced,
and the hours passed ||uickly and happily by
in relating and recalling the thrilling ex-
;\erienm of tour years of bivoune and battle,
Thoe dress purades, aside from the pleasure
afforded to visitors, showed that the veteran
in the long interval since the war sti'l re.
membe the pomp and glitter of the
soldier's life, ns wall as its sterner realitios,

Bpecinl public exercises were held by the
Sons of Veterans on the afternoon of the bth.
These proved very interesting, and much
good Is anticipated for tne order in the
northwest counties, resulting from this re-
unipn of the sons of the soldiers. On I'hurs-
day afternoon the Women's Helief corps
took charge of the exercises, and It might be
added that these interesting exervises wore
the marked teature of the roeunion. Judge
Church of North Platte, comnnnnder of the
department, was a welcomoe visitor and as-
sisted the lndies in vheir exercises Thursdny
afternoon, This is the fiest visit Commander
Jhurch has mado to this part of the state
since the buffalo and Indisn held undis-
turbed possession,

At the business meeting of the nssomation
several material changes were made in the

Dexven, July 0. —Southern Colorndo was
vislted yesterday by heavy rains, which did
much damage. At Lamar one snd n half
inches of rain fell in an hour. During the
storm lightning strock the county jail but
Httle damago was done.  Scuth of Lamar a
cloud burst in the Witlow Creek valley nnd
an immense body of water rushed down tho
creck, earrying away the Beda Rock ditch
flume and striking the Bent ditch, which
brought the torrent into Lamar, covering
the strects grom one to five feot deep.

Intion in Paris or not it is c¢ertain that his
finnnees werein o bad way when he left

Madrid for this country to become
the guest of the United States. A
Spanish gentloman who lives in

this city said today; “l heard from a
cousin of mine several days Yefore the duke
reached this country that the finances of
the duko were uot in good shupe. What the
trouble is T do.not know, but he had been
omburrassed for some timoe before coming to
the United States.”

Another gentleman spenking of the duke
said : “Voragua lost o good deal of momey
in Paris during the exposition of 18380, He
wits one of the promoters of the bull ring
which wns started thore, It was ah expen-

H. L. LOUCKS HAS CONSIDERABLE HOPES

Talks with Men Who Travel —Cnioago
Thieves Stoal n Cottage nnd 'luck the

United States Senntor Willlam V. Allen
arrived in the city yestorday from his home
nt Madison. Ho ate his Sunday dinner at
the Millard, The senator found his thino
prewty well occupiod by friends and politi-
clans who called on him. He said he eame
to Omnha to make arrangements proparatory
to his journey to Washington to attend the
oxira session of congress,

Senator Allen was askod what setion he
thought congress would take on the siiver
question. He replied: *1 have boon so on-
grossed with my personal and  business
oaffairs since my roturn from Washinglon
that I have roally given the subjpet no
thought, and the information 1 have had on
the question was that which I have been
able to derive from tho telegraph columns of
the daily press,

“1 don't believe anything [ could say
woulll be worthy of publication just at pres-
ent. Before the exten seasion is ealled to
order I will hiove become more thoroughly
wosted, I will go to Washington some timo

foro congross convenes, 1 think that
President Cleveland did a wise thing in oall-
ing for an extra session. 1 hope that it will
result in much good and be the means of re-
ntoriugl;ﬁnhlh: confidence in financlal mat-
ters, This extra scasion will be of the
grentost importance to the whole country."

= Judieinl Titles In Fexas.

At a small gathering of eolonels, majors
and captains and honorables at the Paxton
rocently they wore talking about the appli-
entlon and misapplication of titles, and
Congressman  Lafe Pence of Colorado
chipped in as follows:

o West IPoint gradunte’s first regulntion uni-
form. 7o say that the judge was proud of
his title is putting it mildly.

“(Ine nizght there was an impromptu gath-
ering of notab'es at one of the leading ho-
tels, at which Senator Wigfall of Texds was
an honored guest. Judge Wells was prosent,
and had his tvitle with him, sticking out
where everybody could use it. When any
ono addressed nim as Judge,’ his delight
was quite apparent. Finally there was a
lull in the eonversation, and Wells, remem-
bering that no one had used “his title fora
loliuiz time, turned to Senator Wiglall and
anid:

WiEr—Saonator, I am told that nearly
evorybody In your state wears a title of
some sort or other. Er—how do they grado
the titles, Senator, or rather what does a
mun have todo i order to be called ‘Gens
eral,' for Instance?’ "

dSenntor Wiglull turned  slowly around
and inan impressive manner set forth the
requlrements,

“Down in Texas,” he suld, “If o, mun 1
well-to-do, dresses  well, drinks lots of
whisky, hins lots of nigeers, spends money
frevly and has n mihitary bearing, he's a
goneral. If n man meets all the other re-
quirements but is not real wealthy, we cull
him ‘Colonel," If one is eligible in other re-
spects but hasn't a military air, he is known
ns ‘Major.! And il he's a plain, ordinary,
everyduy citizen, ‘Captain’ is his handle as a
rule.”

FEARFUL DROUTH 1N EUROPE

Bain Withheld for Many Months and Crops
an Absolute Failura,

RUIN FOR THE AGRICULTURAL CLASSES

Reports from the United Kingdom are Ks-
pecinlly  Gloomy — Roamania  Loses
Turough n Flood—Germany's Flolds
Thoronghly Dakoed,

Loxnox, July 0.—<The break in thodrouth
seems to have boen little more thon momon-
tary. The weather continues peraistently
dry in all parts of the Unitod Kmngdom, and,
although pt times the sky is more or loss
densely cloudod; the threatening conditions
pass awny without even a sprinkling of
ralu,  Itis now many woeks since rain has
fallon in many parts of tho kingdom, and
the smill amounts moeasured at the com-
mencement of June conatitute but o slight
interruption of the prolonged and persist-
ent drought, The type of woathor is cer-
tainly nob thoroughly settled, and with the
conditions now prevailing rain  would prob-
ably oceur in many places under ordinury
circamstances, especially in tho north, buat,
taking account of the experience of the
prasent sonson. it is not probavle that rain
will bacome at all general at prasent.

The continued drouth Is  causing 8omoe
concern in military clreles ns to the prospect
of carrying out the intended great army
maneuvers in Saptember, it boing rezamled
as possible that the absonce of raln mny so
retard the crops as to make it dimeuly to
cloar the ground in Wiltshire by the dates
for which arrangemoents are belng  muade,
The diffleulty of the water and fodder sup-
ply 1s ulso giving rise to anxiety., Moeantime
praparations are going on for the assembling
of the troops at the time  proposod, and  the
nrmy sorvice corps has commenced to form
depors at Hazeley, Heath, Crooklhiam, Churn

anid othor sites selected batween Aldershot
and Swindon,

Many Farmora Wil Be Rainod.

Although the east const of Fssex has re-
cently been visited by heavy srains and
storms, the dry wenther in the inland dis-
tricts of vhe county has continued unbroken
for the last two months, It is feared that
many farmers will be ruined.  There is vir-
tually no hay crop, and thero is vory little
food for eatule. The farmers say that there
has been no rain to speak of since Fobruary,
The hay crop isa failure, the pastuores ore
parchied and bare, and the corn is suffering
suvorely, Vast areas of crops ave exceopd-
ingly patchy, if they are not ansolutoly
spoiled, Labor is reduced to a minimum,
winter has to bo varrvied long distances, aud
the nttempt is being made to water craps by
hand. ‘The prospect has seldom boen so
chaeerless and disheargening as avthe present
timae.

Reports have been recalved from various
points in Europe on she harvest prospects,
In Germuny they are very unfavorable, and
intenso anxiety is felt. In West Germany
the drouth still continues. The conditon
of the fodder crop is becoming every doy
more hopeless.  In cortain places eattle sro
being sold at ridiculous figures and in some
cases the animals have actunlly starved to
death. The calamity is not only an agricul-
tural, but o nutianal one. The crops in Hun-
gury have somewhat hnproved, owing toa
full of rain, and whont and rye have almost
recovered, while the anxioty. as to the sup-
ply of fodder hus been removed., In Holland
the dearth of water is e¢ausing great hard-
ships. and agriculture has been seriously af-
fected, ‘The winter crops, however, of
wheat and rye are satisfactory, but the ont
crop is in o backward condition. T'he dearth
of forago is the vhief calamivy and forage is
fetehing a fubulous price. }

Sufferod from an Inundation.

Viexsa, July 0.—The desponding accounts
which came from Roumanin during the re.
cent inundation gave rse to grave apprehen-
sion lestan agricultural disaster shiould en-
sue, The worst anticipations were set forth
as beyond question, and threatened o exer-
cise an unfavorable influence on Koumunin's
commercial Intercourse.  Happily the re-
Eg:‘l..s now received dispel these sinistor fore-

lings. Owing to the speedy subsidence of
the waters the tloods have done no damage,
but nuve, on the conteary been found of nd-
vantage in soveral districts. At the date of
the reports it was only in o few low lying
valleys with clayey soil that any injury to
the seod wus apprenonded.  All over the
rest of the country. with the excoption of
certain districts in the southern Carpathian
region, the crops have rapidly recovered,
anii are now in o satisfuctory vondition.
In the district of Jussy wheat, barley
and oats are well advanced, while hay
promises o yield n more than averieo orop.
Though the vines suffored greatly duving the
winter, and many of them were destroyed,
the condition of thosa that remuain is now
good, and vhe outloovk is consudered wvory
promisivg. The rye, though somowhat thin,
owing to the vold, dry spring weather, shows
sutisfactory progress, ns is likewise the case
with rupe, though there s no hope of the
deficiency of from 50 to 70 per cont in the
latter, occasloned by the severe winter,
being wade good, While it is impossible at
presogt o0 give an accurate estimate of the
coming hurvest, vet with o continuance of
favorabie weather an aversge yield moay be
anticipated,

Germnny Has no Foddoer,

Bemwas, July 9—Tho long continned
drouth, broken only by short intervals of
rain scarcely sufticient to make any im-
pression on the parched soil, his given rise
to a serlous wantof fodder in many parts of
the empire, and especially  in Hesse-Nassau
and the lhine provinees, The fears eater-
tained for vhe harvest are Justified by the
oficial statistics on the eondition of the
crops fu Prussin.  Inno single instance gro
the crons classitied as good, — Clover espaogi-
Inlly has suffered greatly, and to malkoe up
up for'the lnck of this avticle of foddey re-
course has beon had o some districts to cut-
ting young oits which are 8o dried up s to
afMord no promise of over coming imto eay. In
the neighborhood of Cassel and Alx-ln-
Chapelle water s becoming very scarce,
The outlopk is not quite so bad in
those districts which have been favored with
showers, but the amount of rain has been so
small and so unevenly distributed ns notv to
nffect the general situstion,

What it 8 deemoed possible to do for the
relief of the country from the lnck of fodder
is being done.  The Prussinn minister of pub-
Hoe works has orderod o considorabloe tem pors
ary redvction of the fraight tarilfs for fodder
on the Prussian rallways, and also on thuse
of Alsnce-Lorraine. In Wurtemburg also
the government is occupied with the same
question, and ameeting of experts has been
sunmoned to framo pm‘n:iuuhi for relief,

sion of many useful moasures wis post-
poned Lo o Jubiee ovcasion, us it was feared
that, hud thay been submitted to the confor-
onee ot Deesden, they would have delayed
the adoption of the more urgent portion of the
progream.  The execution of the moasures de-
olded upon at the frst sanitary confereuce,
which met st Venlco, hus boon postponed.
They were of u fundamentul chiuracter affoot-
ing rnationnl sanitary regulations, and
some proparstion wus necessary beforc they
cpudd be oarried out. Meanwhillo the present
outbreak of cholers occurred, and in order
that she sanitary councll st Alexandria
should pot be lmpeded in Iks action by a
change of syatew ip the midst ot an epud-
ewic, it has wisely boeu resolved to defer

and yet thoe example of Egypt during
the last ten years ought to  open  the
oyos of those who control sanitary affaies
in  Turkey, The wmform of the saui-
tary council at Constantinople ia, therefove,
of the first importance in vicw of the rav-
nges made by cholera in the Asintic provinces
in Turkoy during the last flve or six years.
The present vouncil 18 neither Ottoman nor
internutional, Of the twenty-one memboers
of which it is composed, thirtoon represont
various powors, and of these ten are moeaieal
men, he ifluence of the majority, how-

more, the council is  handicapped by

the want of any accurate definition of its
powers, The cholera regulntions of 1867,
which are based on tho results arrived at hy
the conferonce held at Constantinople in tho
provious yonr, are altered, restrioted and ex-
tonded by a number of viroulars, decroes and
instructions of which the council itself has
not g complets list.  The Revue d'Oricat
statos thoe Turkish text of the rules, which
has alone begn sanetioned by the Porte, does
not agree in all respects with the Fronch
text, by which the represontatives of the
powers aroe guided,

Sanltary Condition Exiremoly Bad,

According to the reportsof the Ottoman
delogntes at Tehoran, the sanitury éondition
of Persin during the last threo yonrs has
been extromely bad, It has, nevertheless,
been found impossible to induce the shah
anid his pavisers Lo establish n sunitary corps
ou the eastern frontiors and o the southern
parts of the empire, Counl Kaluoky, refor.
ring to this subject in the delegations, men-
tioned that France had  undertitken to innu-
gurdate an inquiry with regard to the sanitary
situation in Pervain, Thoogh no date had
beon fixod, the foreign minister wus per-
suaded that tho French goveranment would
not lose sight of the matter. He had no
oftivial particulars as to an outbreak in
Persia, but he felt sure that all the pecessary
moeasures in eonnection therewith would be
taken atv St Petersburg sud Constantinople.
